Tho Norfolk and Western Ilallway
Company has taken no further stcps
towards the erectlon of its proposed
new ?50,00_ passenger statlon in this
city, and will take none, lt ls presunwd,
untll the compa'Tiy lioars deflnltely what
the city proposes to df>,in tho premises.
Tlio company's plans for tho statlon ln-
volved nn utitlay of money hy tho city
In r'alaiiig the grade of Second and
River Streets to meet tho grado to
which'the company-proposed to elovate
It own property. Thls Is deemed nec¬
essary to avoid dtrmage resultlhg froin
backwator overflow of River Street
when freshots occur in the river. Tho
Comnlori Council approved tho compa¬
ny's" plans, but tho l_oard of Aldermen
rejocted them ou the ground- of es-
penso nnd under protest of nbuttlng
properly ownors of damage to their
property by tlio ralslng of'tho street
grndos. And tliua the matter rests.
Tho Board of Aldermen .wijl meet Mon-
day aftornoon, and whlle lt may be
tliat the subject may be called up froin
tlio tablo or hroachod in new form, it
is not probablo that tho Board will
rocedp from its stand us regards tho
propositlon mado by tlie railway com¬
pany.
